The fact that the Asia, which flies 
the British flag, is used hy tlie Cov- 
errmiorit to transport animunition to 
the Philippines has hern commented

to jianlla,' though the 'army transports 
sail regularly from this port for the 
Phlllpiiincs, often carrying little more 
tlian thi' baggage; of passengers.

Door Hunting. 

.■jlr— Under llie sporting items of re- 
cent date llie somewhat timely suljjecl 
oi; using dogs loi-»tlui inirpo.se of hanl- 
l:ig deer la arraigned fur a first hear- 
ing, as It weVe, m the open courts ot 
the iiewsiiaijeis. 'J'iie \aluu of our gunio 
aiiinial.s and the ijromliieiice as an as- 
hel, Ijuth from 11 provincial mi well as 
iroiii an iiullvldiial iioint of vi(;w, has 
only liei.ii recogiil/.i-d with any srrlous- 
ness during recent yiar.s; m not yut 
fully reiMignl/.eil, and will not In: initll 
llii'lr decriase Is ho marked as to call 
for .stiTiiir protectlvo mousures tlian wu 
aii; pieseiitly piejiared to aeeeiit. With 
gnine islill In I'.nr .abiindanee eii the 
in'esi-nl aeee'Si:ibli: Imntliig grounds, ami 
a still largi'r game prinl iici iig ii-rrltory 
adjoining — as yet Inaccessllilo to tin; 
average hunter ami tlicrut'ori! protected 
in the hlgliest degree, but available as 
a. future field — It bus not yut been 
broiigbr liiinie to the hunting fraternity 
as a wlnde, that the extreme and rigidly 
enforced protective eiiactmonts, covering 
all (leHcrlpllons of game, now in force 
lu parts ot the American continent, hi 
un object lesson worthy of prouunt and 
earnest attention, lest we ourHclvos are 
too latu wltli tlie proper nii'iisures now 
found HO nrcennary el.sewhere tu prevent 
exte'rmlnallon. 

Tlioro Ih, however, ono clause In our 
existing game laws which In effect, neu- 
tralizes thov. object' lit 'view. 1 refer to 
that clause wherein it is made unlawful 
tip Imnt deor with do^s, .-inil ISIr. ICdl- 
lor. It is against llic^ drift of the present 
1 11 1 iTpreta tlon of that clause and ilio 
sugrivstud laiforcement of it that tlihi 
letter In addresHod, ■ •j,.. -. 

It cannot bo denied that the form of 
ileer hunting known ns' "hounding," and 
usually planned to drive deer to ceilain 
njiotM from wlileli tin' liarraKsed. lenm- 
.strlckcn anlniiils are. sliot down as tln-y 
IiasH, Is an offence to the Kcnso of fair- 
play. ofV any . sporiainan, oven as ..nuiied 
out to ;ihtf.dumb -flrieatlori;' ':'0«';the.otliiu' 
hand' the law-abiding dcoi- hunter Is 
forced to iidmit that his day's pleaHjiru 
Is often ipiurcd liy the regretful meilio- 
rle,s of the rteiu' that was shot hut that 
got away. l''or in tho denao under- 
growth thn deer is insually Utat wl lb- 
out tlio ii Id oi;.tl)o trained dog, unless 
It" falls at tho crack of the riflo or 
within the range of vision, which Is of 
necessity extremely limited In this heav- 
ily ,llmbercd country. ,Tho plea for the 



poor wounded brute, escaping only to 
linger ,l.s a strong one. Moreover a lost 
deer means freedom lor fmthor hunting, 
and possibly even mure wounded "get- 
aways," before tho hunter returns satis- 
fied by the jiccomiiUshmout of his ob- 
juet and here 1 would lay stress upon 
the ability of tin- law to defeat the end 
In view, viz.: the preservation of tlio 
game, for In most eases the first doer 
would he found if a trained dog were 
used to track it. It is possible that the 
aim of the particular clause under re- 
view was tu prevent "hounding," and 
tliat the merits ot the trained dog, used 
under jireper restrictions, were lost sight 
of us' a factor in the prevention of un- 
due killing, llcaindiiig as a practice, 
naturally fell into disreputi; with the 
march of events, as well as from Us 
cruelty us from Us wanton slaughter. 

oiu jof ihu best charms of the day for 
the bird hunter Is' that; 'gained from the 
observation ot his dog; its sagacity and 
liitelilgeiiee at work calls for Ills tm- 
.■itiiiteil inaise; this too is claimed for 
llie deer dog. .-V trained bird dog should 
not wilfully "break," uoither should a 
deor<dog hound or run deer. The Icgl- 
tlhtate. purpose Of both is to lead the 
hunter In the dlreclIo:i of his game, and, 
In the case of the deer dog, to track it 
down step by step If, wounded, U gels 
away, 

Kvon the reputation of the bird dog 
l8.not-.unsullled; it has been known to 
ruin deer, und under the present division 
of tho game acasoas. It will be possible 
to hunt deer with Hhotguns and bird 
(loi.'n In tlie bird season wltliout re- 
str.'iint. This is not us It was Intended, 
neither Is Is desirnljle. Tli.^ game act 
should permit till.' ib-'i-'r liunier to have 
tile same rights and privileges us the 
bird hunter in llie use of dogs, iirovlded 
always that liouiulliig Is eliminated. Tills 
is possible tin: spirit of the act but Its 
|ire.se:it wording gives our game guard- 
ian an unpleasant and almost fruitless 
tusk. 

AVhIlo on this siib,|ect 1 would voiei! 
my protest with tlial of many others 
against the unsiiortsm.inl lice use Of 
.-iiolguns to kill deer. 1 venture to say 
that on the whole more deer are wound- 
ed and <;scape In iniscry by the use of 
Ibis wi'iipon tlian are ever baggi:d. It 
would bi' well if our deer season oiiened 
earlier and closed before the mating sea- 
son commenced, with the bird season to 
follow; the use ot shotguns tn the bush 
could' then be regulated so' as to prevent 
much of this useless wounding, and 
would also have tin- effect of preventing 
iiuicli of the killing of game birds nut 
of season that Is now going on despite 
tho active work of the game wardens,

It was Mark Twain, was it not? who 
,'aid tlie ror(-i;Tners spell better than 
tliey pronounce. However this m:iy lie, 
wo might loarn Oj. little from these 
misguided' foreigner's. There is a 
liahit growing up in the schools, not 
of this cit.\- or iirovince especially, but 
of the West generally, of endeavoring 
to pronounce words as they are .spelled, 
and"' a careful observer can noti^ a 
drifting apart of Knglisli "as she is 
spoke" in I'Inglami and in the western 
part of America. If one may judge 
from the British comic iiapers, tlie 
differences In pronuiu'iation ar.' great- 
er than most of us think. are 
constantly being told, for example, 
tliat peoiile from our side of the At- 
lantic say "Aniuriea," a prmumciatlon 
wliich wo have never yrl heard, ai- 
tliough it is possible that an iCngllsh- 
nian, or at least .some KngUshmen, 
may pronounce Amnrlca as wo pro- 
nounce America. l.!ut such differences 
;iH tlii.s are not wliat we are referring 
to. The tendency, which wo liave in 
mind. Is tlial which makes the .spell- 
ing the standard of pronunciation, 
wliicli it is not and oiiglit not to be. 
Spelling is only a means adojited to 
convey by letters certain vocal sounds, 
and in huiulreds of cases tlte effort Is 
not b,v any means Hucccssful. In the 
sciiools of the. AVesteru States i)ar- 
ticularly teachers endeavor to get their 
pu])ils to give cICect to every letter, 
and the result Is that the language 
ticconies harsh and stilted, losing all 
its music and rhythm. Kngli.sli, spoken 
by an educated Englishman, wlio is 
not afflicted with some local accent, 
is really a beautiful language, quite as 
musical to the oar as It.all'an or Span- 
ish and much more so thali French or 
fJerman; but wlion an effort is made 
to give effect to ail tho letters, .wljich 
diction.iry malters haVd' Seen fjt to';use 
in spelling a woj'tii^!tV(i'Vfi?UU''is 'dis- 
astrous. 'I'ho usage 'bf^ culflvatea-iso- 
ciety is the true standarj^'' of " prOr 
nunciation. • . ' 

I OLD .AGE >E'NS IONS 

An English professor has been voic- 
ing some of the opposition to old age 

pensions by telling the Hrltish Assocl- 
ition that there is doubt :is to th(^ de- 
sirability of ameliorating the condition 
of . the_ /ivorking .cjasses, because, he 
says, that the British, government 
should talce example from the farmer.s 
and lireed only tlie best stock. He 
would let the old men die oft .as rapid- 
ly as they can, and lie even argues 
that tile use of into.\icants is a tiling 
to be cntjouraged. When one investi- 
gato."!, oven superficially, the condi- 
tions existing in large cities, there very 
naturally ariS"S in tlie mind a ques- 
lion if it is for the public good thiit 
degraded men and women should bo 
allowed to go on breeding children to 
pdvei-ty •■mil greater degradation. If 
tin- investigator should be disposed 
to think that the best way to dispose 
of the superfluous progeny resulting 
from such unions would be to drown 
them like "kittens, .perhaps ho would 
find some justification in the fact 
that by such means an exceedingly 
difficult proljlein <'(,uld be more readily 
solved than in any other way. But 
surely no person of normal ideas would 
entertain such a view seriously or 
i(ro]io.--i- t'p iiiit It in practice. 'J'herr 
is ni)i. iiiui ii u-e in iuonirin^' iiow it li.is 
come iibout that there is .so much ib'- 
giadation in our large cities. I'merty 
is not the solo cause, for there is quit,, 
a.s great a degradation among the 
rich, although it Is not .so conspicuous 
nor so gioieral .-i.'i among llie V(?ry iioor. 
li.i ;. iie-:s icuiliiiied Willi \scaltli eiii 
lircji itscdf hidden to a certain extent; 
leit baseness and poverty combined 
.1 VI- conspicuous and horribly offensive. 
If \y<- slarteil In to drown all the chll- 
liirii nl' de-cnira h s, we ini^'hl li;i\-e to 
seiul tlie olllcerH of tiui law into some 
palatial '.residences, The greatest so- 
cial problem of today Is how to deal 
with tlie extreme poverty of the cities, 
a iioverly which is all tile mori' a|i- 
palllng hecause 11 exists side l)y .side 
with vast riclics. The worldifuise sy.s- 
lein lias proved i\ failure. It degrades 
lo a certain oxtept those whom Jt lif In- 
tended to benolit, because it" singles 
oiii, certain indl vlduaLs for relief. Old 
••i:-,'.' p'lisious on tlie contrary arc^ of 
;^en(>r;il apiillcabllity, and tliere is 
nothing debasing In tho acceptance of 
tliein. \Vo, are very much of tho same 
o|dnlon as the .Archbishop of ('anter- 
liiiiy, who In dei^liirlinv ills supiioi'l o|' 
tlie sclieine, .s:ild it must lie reg;.irdcd 
as .111 experiment. lie added thai tlic 
welfare of the country. Us social iiro- 
gress and prosperity, la largely . bound 
up with tho manner In which tho aged 
IKior are treated, and altlioiigh ho rciil- 
ivceil tli;il. the pension .'iciieme l.s ex- 
periiiieiual, ho favored U for that very 
reason. Modern conditions, he said, 
aio not 'Xavorablc to the aged. Tho 



pace at which llfp . moves Is growing 
too fast Tor them, and they must drop 
out b.v the way. He said that the 
opbilon of the groat majority of In- 
:Veatlgatoi-s into social conditions Is 
that' tho best provision for tiio. aged 
poor Is the domlnatingf.'quest'^oii/ln so- 
cial economics. At the '■sanVe''tltrie ' It 
Is true that tho very coiulitloris \vhlch 
make life so oneroa.s for those, who 
are at one end of the social fabric, lead 
to tho accumulation of \yealth at the 
other end to a degree that has only 
been possible witiiin comiiaratlvely re- 
cent years, that Is If we disregard the 
colossal fortunes of antiqiiil,V. Tho 
labor of the subinerged classes, and 
the necessities of those who can hard- 
ly bo classed as industrial worker.s, in 
other words tlie wants of the poor and 
degraded contrilnite to the wcaltli of 
others, and it scanus that in any well 
regulated economic system there ought 
to be some device whereby tho.^e, who 
have, .'-li.ill contribute to the comfort 
of tliose, who have not. Old aire ])en- 
.sioiis are doubtless,, as Ine Areiiliishop 
said, "only a first step on a long and 
toilsome ''journey,'; but; it Is. something 
to have taken the first step. It Is^^n 
tentative plan for tile a<'cnnipll"lnnent 
of ;i great oliji ri, and wliilc it niav not 
prove as successful as its most ardent 
advoca,tos hope, it cannot fall to bo ol 
.inich direct good, and Indirectly to In 
dieate the direction in which the effort 
fif reiorniers in sociological prolilenis 
can advance with tho hope of reaching 
the best re.sults. 



SPARE THE BIRDS 

AVe had an unsigned letter some 
days ago iiupiiring if something cmild 
not lie done to prevent the wliolesaU' 
.slaughter of robins and wild canaries 
by stnall boys, and It .has lain upon 
tho table In tho hope that the writer 
would inquire' Why , It Avas not publish- 
ed, so that she might ''Be told that her 
nanip Avas not sighed to it. The niat- 
ter dealt ;Aylth Is one that really' calls 
for attention. Boys gn around among 
the trees with catapults and little 
guns, and kill those small birds wltii- 
out nierc.v. They can make no possi- 
ble use of them, and in killing them 
they are violating the canons of good 
sport. AA'e Uiink that toacher.s could 
do a great deal to prevent tills. AVe 
arc not disposed ■ to condemn a boy 
as cruel, because ^hc rltlllq' a lUtlo biril. 
In nine cases out of ton he is cither 
simply thoughth'.ss or gi\irg expres- 
sion to tho desire which all of n.-? 
Ii.ave to a greater or It.-s.s degree to 
hill in the way of .sport. ' ,it: young 
lads could be taught that the true 
sportsman never kills iii'-rely for the 
sake of killing, they would come to 
look upon tlio slauglUcr of young 
birds as uiinianly.,''' An'appeal" to little 
boys on the ground that they are cn'iel 
is not likely to have mucli effect. They 
sec grown-up boys and men take their 
guns and go off for a day's shooting, 
and if thfelr young minds jUre unable 
to discriminate between that sort of 
thing and the pastime of killing small 
birds, they are not very greatly to 
blame. In his heart, every real boy 
would like to be thought manly, and 
there is no bettor way of getting at 
the better side of his nature than by 
aiipeals to his instinct of manliness. 
Tliere is certainly nothing manly In 
going out into the Qei'ds near town 
and killing little birds that are too 
tame to fi t l afraid of a boy's presence. 
Then it is unmanly lo kill Just for 
tlie sake of killing. No true sports- 
man does that. In fact It is regarded 
as rather a contemptible thing to take 
wild liff ill mere wantonness. So we 
tliiiil; liial if iiareiits .and toaeliers 
wfiiild go at tlio matter in the right 
way, it would be possible to reduce the 
slaughter of our small birds to a 
minimum. We have very few birds 
lier,', and it would be a pity to see 
the number reduced.

In Ireland ' tlic marriage 
rate and the birth rate are both ex- 
ct'ptlonully lilgh, yet be<-aiist. of tills 
scourge of emigration the nation is 
bleeding to death. .In France a high 
level of comfort, prosperity and cftl- 
ture -rests on ' .the basis of tho small 
family. • Jn thei rtilddle classes ihe 
system I'mdoubtedly; means for ■ the 
average child a larger .share of parent'-' 
al care, ii better education, nnd u 
better st.art In the world than ordin- 
arily (.•onii.-s to children who are mem- 
bers of large families. It means, on 
the other hand, less incitement to ad- 
venture, Ipss enti'rprise, less indiviil- 
nal resiuinslblllt.N'. Anifmg the lalxir- 
ing classes, on the otlier b;ind, the 
struggle for existence, the rush of the 
hungry workers to compete for Ill- 
paid posts. Is quite as keen as it is 
In countries like Germany arid Eng- 
land, where the population Is rapidly 
incrpaslng. It is mainly from Its 
military aspects that the terror of a 
dwindling population has begun to 
prey upon the imagination of nervous 
or |),-itriotic I'renchmon.

Judge I.ampmau said in part: "V/e 
have with us toilay ;i native born 
Canadian, who, .-il'tiT reeeivlns his ed- 
ueallon ;it the University ei: '1,'oronlo, 
went to Kngland, v/ncrn lie has 
acliloved . marked succetiH. l;ioth .at tho 
bar and 'in' political life; ' Ho" represents 
tho constituency of York in tho Im- 
pi'rlal Parliament.

London is 
tile natural centre of the Empire and 
must so remain until tho incrcasse of 
wealth and population shall Justify its 
change to' Victoria." (Laughter . and 
cheers:) 

Mr. Greenwood In tho treating of 
tile eonllicting interests wlilch the 
ImjK rial authorities iiad to deal with 
feired to tho two controversies In 
which Prltlsli Colu'm'oia has iatcly bcon 
interested— the Japaness and Hindu 
inim Igratlon. 

"The Hi-itisli gov-'rnnient thorough- 
ly symiiathisos with your idea! of a 
white province, but tin? matter is not 
aluiiys so sinijile as It seiuiis.

No Party Politics 
Continuing, he said: 
"Nothing Is aiore apiirecia ted by my- 
sidf than the cordial welcome 1 have 
received from Canadian cliiba In dif- 
ferent parts of the Dominion. I ac- 
cepted your invitation gentlemen ■ivlth 
t.nusual pleasure because^it is the first 
time I have had the opportunity of 
Ki)eaklng In the capital city of the Pa- 
cific province. I understand the otiject 
of these clubs is to listen to speeches 
as far removed a.n possible fi-orn the 
atmosphere of contr.'iversy, which ne- 
ce.^.sarily means rmrty politics.

Now 1 Kulimit thi.'i iiroiiosltloii as a

namely, that the unity must be rooted 
In. unanimity.- By that 1 mean that 
every part of the EJmplro and all par- 
ties and rueos of ' those . component 
parts must be Unanimous In any 
Hcln'nie that will have as It nn^st Iiave 
to be frultftd permanence. I most 
irankly stati' here lhat th(u-o i,s a ten- 
dency among Canadhins di,scussliu;

the other iiunierous iiossosslons of the 
ci cwn, with tholr hundreds of rnlUlona 
of peo|)le. i:ach possession with Its 
own i)ecullar problems that generally 
diffiu- from and somellmos conflict 
with interests of other parts ' of the' 
Empire. ?.Iay t take you all to the 
eol'fmhi! olllce on nownln^,- street, 
London, nud fi'om the point of view 
of that gre.-it department, Ir.v lo si;o 
our Kmplrc In proper persiiective. Here 



w p would first consider the great self- 
governing colonies, Canada, .Australia. 
New Zealand, Newfoundland ;ind 
.Sou til Africa. Then there Is a class 
of colony like tho West Indies tluit 
have partial self-government. Thirdly 
a still larger class of crown colonies 
like the liuge African .areas tliat rival 
Canada in their Immon.-iilieo and a 
score or more of oliiors scattered 
around the glolie. To tlioso must bo 
added protectorates like. Egypt that 
come under the control of the foreign 
office, which la of Itself tho most 
numerous as ■ It . !s probably the 
wealthiest portion of all the' King's 
domains. 

A Composite Empire 

"When wi' talk about the unity of 
Ejiiliiro let us not forget that all the 
possessions are parts of that Empire 
and parts that muiSt bo'.c'dnsldered In 

any scheme. 

"At different times in the world's 
liistory tliere liavo been dllterenl sys- 
tems of union. Tile old empire ot 
.Spain inslsteil on a religious unity 
thrnugliout lici' lands and that was a 
I'jilluro. Germany today is compelling 
her unwilling subject status liki; Po- 
land to adojit the tJerman language 
and have a lingual unity. J'''iscal unity 
was tried by tho British empire over 
a hundred years ago, and was aband- 
oned, as much In the Inteirests of ' the 
home country a's in those of the great 
colonies. '"Whatd'yer , .the future may 
bring forward I am clearly of,'thd"'vibw 
that at the present moment "the jjrac- 
tlcal basis of greater union of the" em- 
pire is unity for defence. Here Wo 
have an Identity of Interest for every 
part that requires defence whether It 
be a remote Island In the Paelllc, the 
coast ot liritisli Columbia or the home 
country herself. The really great re- 
sult of late eidonial conference was 
tho iiractlcal centralization in case of 
war of all tho lighting forces of tlio 
liritisli empire under the control of 
the war olliei' in fjmulon. Tills had 
long been an uleal of serious men in 
England and .Mr. Haldane ami the co- 
lonial jirlme ministers did a notable 
service to tlie crown wlien they 
brou.gbt about this desirable result, 
l^et UK^ say here frankly ^vh!lsl thei-e 
Is a unUu! for defence now. the whole 
burden of llu.' Iir;it line of deieiice, liie 
licet, rests entlrel.\- on tlie shoultlers of 
the people ot lOnglund. I liear many 
fellow-CaniKllaiis expressing fluent, 
earnest views as to what Olil iOngland 
ought or ought not to do, but they do 
not seem to realize tlu,' very Integrity 
and safety of this Honilnion .and in- 
deed of this l)e;iutlful province today 
Is guaranteed and m.ilntaiued ni)t by 
CaiKidian men or C'ana-dian money ljut 
by the Pritlsh lleet, manned by I'^ng- 
llsh sailors and paid for by liJnglisli 
taxpayers. AVIthIn the w.all of Bread- 
noughts the iiritlsh euiidre Ilourislies, 
but the men and the money, .'mii don't 
ever forgi-^t it. conies I'roni the much 
abused, but 1 tliink the gi'e;iti\st coun- 
try In the world toiUiy, tlie little is- 
land In the North se.a called England. 
tLoud applause.) 

A Wonderful Province '

vinci; of Jfrllish Culumbiii. I have 
much enjoyed my visits to It, and es- 
pecially my reciMit trip up and down 
the coast. A'ears ago 1 ranched on 
tho eastern edge of it In Alberta. It 
Is a wonderful lUMVince, and no won- 
der yoii are a bit cocky aliout it when 
J'OU go to London a,nd see six millions 
of pi.'oplo wUbIn lii'teen miles of Char- 
ing Cross, 'That b; Indeed congestion.

"You can best ser\'e the empire b.\- 
developing the ])ro\inci,\ i^^-ery good 
settler, and espi'claliy every strong 
boy and wliolf;some girl that Is born. 
Is an added asset. I am not one o( 
those who think that because this 
man's jilan or that one's scheme Is not 
adopted that tho empire is going to 
fall to pieci'S. I have every conlidenco 
in Its Integrity, i want to sci' Brltlsii 
Columbia .as iiopulous ;ind prosperous 
as possible, as every Item makes for 
Strength against foes from without 
and for prosperity within. 

"I have much enjoyed tho pleasure 
of making .a speeeh here before you, 
and 1 am glad to meet western men 
the I'dge of tlie west.

night's meeting eoniplained of the dirty 
condition uf the school grounds. The 
holidays ar.' only just over and if Ha' 
school grouiuls are not In yood order it 
is liaruly fair to blame llu: teachi.'is 
for their condition. Tlie grounds slioul<l 
have been thoroughly cleaned during 
the vacation and it tills had bt'eii done 
there eoiihl scarcc'ly yet be room for 
coniplaini. .\ow that the schools are 
ojieiied again thr mat'er of keeping 
tliein periectly clean should bo provid- 
ed for. Tho jiinitors of tho various 
schools ought to be paid such a sura 
that they can afford, not only to de- 
vote their whole timo to tho work, but 
to engage competent help when it is 
required, it Is not enough to Wash 
out the schoolrooms twice of three 
times a year. L.et any mother imagine 
the condition her slttingroom would be 
In if she depi'uded onl.\- on her broom 
and duster -to keep It clean for si.x 
months. If, when a room is oecuiiied 
every day by four or live children, it 
requires freiiuent wa.-iliing lio',',' m'.ich 
mori; must that be the i-ar^e.with one 
In which forts- or more boys and girls 
li\e for live hours of every day. In 
most of the schoolrooms the.'.children 
itre obliged to keep their iunclies In the 
desks and cat them in the rooms. No 
matter how careful they may be, it is 
impossible to avoid soiling the floors 
autl the seats sometimes. Kacli scholar 
i may be held liy the teacher responsible 
i for the' coiidllhjp. of his or her desk, 
! but this system, as every mother 
I knows whose little girl comes home 
■with a ruined dn.'ss, has Its di'awbacks. 
It Is right tii.'it iniplls should be re» 
quired to exercise the great<'st care 
both 111 inii rooms and on the school 
gromids not to scattc r |iapi'r or aiiy- 
tlilng else tibout. in this matter the 
mother wlu.i t"aches her littler ones that 
tidiness and Cleanliness are as Impoct- 
ant at school as in the home, earns the 
gnitltude o£ tho teachers. U very.ot- 
jten happens that giria and boys, who 
an; old enmigli to know better, give 
I needless trouble to the teachers and 
1 janitors by scattering such refusir as 
iorani,'(.' peel and lunch papers about in 
la way that would not be tolerated at 
I lle'ir ow n homes. 'I'here is in A'ictoria 
if.ir too little jniijlic sjiirit and this fact 
! is as evidi'Ut in the .wehools as else- 
iwlu'i'e. Hut, I'Veii when the liest dis- 
kipliie.' and the greatest possUde care 
laie exeieised. tli.'ri' still n'malns the 
iieeessii.\-, not oiil.s- for careful sweep- 
ing and dusting, but for the frequent 
use of tho pall and the scrubbing 
brush. This cannot bo done without 
the expenditure of time and trouble as 
well as strength. It is quite impossi- 
ble for one person, no matter hovv ac- 
tive, to keep a ten-roomed school 
clean, to attend to th(; heating and to 
perform the otiier duties required of u 
janitor without occasional assistance. 
Those who havi' charge of the schools 
.■should be liberally paid and they 
sh'.aild be called to a strict account for 
tlK' performance of their duties, lioth 
inside and out the school buildings 
should be models of cleanliness ;uul 
neatness. So far from being Ijelov.- 
the standard of tho home in these re- 
spects the example set should ue one 
i that the cliildren could follow. To 
I Kl udge the money necessary for this 
is very false ecununiy. 

It Is Imposslbli! for most jieojile in 
(,'auada to realize the state of affairs 
in (.ilasgow. Many, especially among 
the older settlers, know what It Is to 
ii\ (' on plain fare, to wear rough cloth- 
ing and to work to the limit of their 
strength. But to bo forced to remain 
Idle, to suffer from hunger, and to see 
little children and aged people starv- 
ing ;ire exporhmccs of %vhlch words are 
literally ijowerless to convey any ade- 
cpiate idea. It Is not to be wondered at 
that iieople In .such a case say and do 
things that to tli o.se who dwell at case, 
seem wicked and unreasonable. There 
Is little <loubt that agitators are tak- 
ing aclvanlage of the state of . affairs 
fia- their own pur|)oses, but apart 
from that the situation Is a very grav<; 



Then' is a new school in Victoria 
AVesl and the sites ha\-e been pur- 
chased for two more. Would It not be 
v.ortli while now for the school board 
to devote Houie little attention to the 
ornamentation uf.theue scliool grounds. 
While'; there ~niUst . bo rdonivfor tlm 
children to play It has been Icund'pos- 
slble In sonio cities to make the sur- 
roundings of the school buildings at-- 
tractive. Jf climbing iiliinlH and a 
border of flowers were planted near 
the scliool.s and If the street were 
bordered with trees and shrubs, tiio 
apiiearance of the grounds would be 
very different from that of most of 
the selioollioiises In the city. There 
Is no reason -why the school build- 
ings, and., their surroundings should 
hot be Wnaritehts' to 'yictorla. There 
pro many who fear that the children 
would destro.v the plants. But only 
a very few children are waiitouls- inis- 
chli vous. Wherever ttio I'xperlinent 
has lieeii tried it has bi'cii found that, 
so far from injuring plants, bo.ws aiul 
gii-ls lun'c taken an interest in llu.'ir 
growth and a jirlile in tin; ai>ii(.;irane'j 
iif till' Ki-iHiiiils. -ria; care and cul- 
ture uf the si'hool f4I-(niiuls v.'cnild I)" 
an .'diieatidii lii f;outl citl-/e]i.dii|j not 
to be tlesiiisetl.

TO WASH A BLOUSE 



it is suporllous, says the Northern 
Wliig, to r.imark on the advantages of 
homo laundry. workAvhero. ilno and col- 
ored things of .all dcwcrlptlona are con- 
cerned. There Is no' blouse so nice as 
a pretty colored m^Siln oho \voli;wash- 
cdvahd dressed, 'but ■unfortunately its 
iJoauty is i3hort';llviBd'If it- is/hot care- 
fully wftslted at' home, OS special care 
cannot bo given to each 1 individual 
blouse at the public laundry. If every 
girl learned to wash and jlress her own 
blouse she would npt.ohly savo a con- 
slddrablo amount . per week, but she 
would also got a lot more pleasure out 
of the wearing of them, at tho same 
time having tho additional advantage 
of their good aiiiiearance preserved to 
the very last. The treatment of most 
colors Is the same, but piilo blue and 
heliotrope require! .special care, the 
foriuer li.^ing particularly easily fadi-d 
in some materials. An rubbing soap on 
the fabric tends to soften the color .ind 
so cau^ea It to bo easily 'washed out, 
soap Jelly must bo prepared. 
, h'or this any old scraps of mild yel- 
low soap inay.be 'u8ecl-4rQue.-'n's pale is 
safe — but avoid dhy -soap' contalni,ng ,in 
e.-cccss of soda, as this is fatal to colors. 
Shred the soap Into, a saucepan, coven- 
it with cold water, and dissolve It very 
slowly. Strain Into a Jug, and usu while 
liquid. 

.Mways make tho starch some time 
bi'frn-o beginning to wash -tho blouse, so 
th.-it it may have time. to oool.^omewhat, 
as if used while hot It woUld cause the 
colors to run. Put tho amount of 
starch reaulred Into a dry basin; niLt 
with it sufHci^nt cold water to make it 
of a creamy consistency;, stir till quite 
smooth' and free from lumps. Have 
ready a kottio "of fast ^boiling water. 
Take the starch- to the kettle, and, 
stirring all tho time, pour over it ^uf- 
ncl>>nt boiling , water to cook all the 
starch' cells. .When ^ enough- water has 
boen added there :v'!!l bo ho white 
streaks In the basin,- the starch having 
become clear. As long as ther^ are 
white streaks there Is some starch 'stili 
uncooked. Now, if the otnrch were put 
In the blouse in this condition the hot 
Iron would cook these raw cells, and by 
■io dolngi would cause' the iron to stick 
hlldrcii; also^to j to the fabric. This makes Ironing un- 
pleasant, tmd causes the muslin to have 
a patchy appearance. 

I'Yom this Is will be seen , that the 
chief points to be attended to are— 
l-'irst, the wtiter in the kettle must bo 
boiling; secondlj', the starch must lie 
thoroughly blc'iided witli cold water; 
and, lastly, sulllclent boiling water 
must be added, so that every grain 
must be cooked. 

iS'ote. — If when making tlir. starch the 
supply of bidling water Is found inade- 
quate jjoiH- the partially eookiMl stiircli 
into a saucepan and britig it to the boil, 
stirring all the tliiic and thinning with 
a little more water. 

This must seem a long dissertation 
on the simple iirocess of starcli-inaking, 
but it Is a Iirocess many ijeople snaii to 
deem too unimportant to liullier about 
much. Init as Hcneral good results In 
laundry wnric depend on well-made 
starch the s));ie(. deyoted to the process 
is well einpiosed. 

Hav.' at hand salt and vinegar. Pro- 
cure a basin of lukewarm water (to 
have this teniiierature exactly, use one 
]iart boiling to two parts cold). To the 
w;iter add a. handful of salt — this acts 
as ii "niordiint" — that Is, It liarilens the 
color. To the water now add enough 
soap jelly to make a hither. Put the 
blouse into the prepared lather, and 
w.-Lsli U.v siiuee/.iiig evi-ry ]iart. .\e\-er 
rub one piece of a colored fabric on 
another, as this might cans" th." colors 
to run. Pay special attention to the 
dirtier jiarts — vW.., lO'ck and cuffs — 
rubbing these, if siiueezing is not siif- 
lieient lo remove the dlit. When the 
blouse is as clean as pus.-'ihle 011 tin' 
riglit side stpieeze it iiuL of this wati-r 
(don't wriiiK, as tlii- is .'^onetimes a 
cause of eohu- running), lain to the 
wrong sill", and wash in ;i second sim- 
ilar w.aler. Wlii'ii ipiite clean squeeze 
from till' wa.'-hiiiK ssati'r and rinse. 

Pre|);ire a basin of clear luki'warni 
wtiter. To It aild a spoonful of vinegar. 
This counteracts the hurtful effects of 
the alkali in tlie soap, and is a'ddeil to 
the lirst rinsing watci- id' all colored 
fabrics. Pass the blouse through this, 
, tlleii rinse In iilent>- of eoid water. 
I All i)iile colors ar,' imi)ro\-i'd by being

The promoter w^is exculpated in port 
by the proportions of the liousc- wiii, h 
his show drew, land the fact tliat -.he 
fight fans of San Francisco knew 
what they might expect frorii Attell. 
1'he American champion gave them a 
demonstration which, should convince 
them finally of the futility of expecting 
him to fight as . long a^ Ue' can draw 
down big cuts of their money 'tor 
stalling through limited bouts. 

In only Ave of the 23 rounds did At- 
tell inak-e even a pretense of fighting. 
Tie opened Mnran's face over tho left 
e.v-e, started the blood fn.im tho Brltlsh- 
i^.-'s nos(- iit Interx als and on two oc- 
casions went through the motions of 
inltglitiiig rallies. Al no time did lie real- 
ly (ixtend himself in a manner that 
would expose him to the cliarge of 
more than slightly unsoenilng conduct, 
and in the 2:! rounds he did less actual' 
lighting than he did In any two of tho 
rounds he went with Battling Nelson a 
few months agfp. 

Owing to the sti-eet car peoole lia\-- 
Ing troubles of their own, tlu^ 1)1- 
arena was not more than half filled 
when the first .nrelimiiiary was dispos- 
ed of. The belated fans' came witli'a 
rusii when tho transportation diflh-ui- 
tie-a were stralghteneri out, ami before 
Billy Jord.an had comph-ted the intro- 
duction of Battling Nelson, .Toe Cans 
and an unusually small number of 
ringside celebrities, the arena i-rnv.d 
liad begun to assume the iimpordons 
of the Squlros-Burns crowd.

As a result of the chan;;ed (.■ondition.s 
arising out of the- euforcenient of the' 
Interstate comnieree eonmiission's rub- 
ln,g that the projiortioii earned by rail 
and steam in tile through freiglit car- 
tied ticross the I'ticilic, the confen-nce 
of trans- Paeilie steiunsliip lines has de- 
leniiiiied upon a new scale e.f r.'ites, a 
general advance over the present, to be 
enforced on November 1. On some 
commodities the Increase ls as muoh as 
50 per cent, while oh others no advance 
has been made. Conditions governing 
each class of freight had to be consid- 
ered in regulating the new rate. 

While the tlirough rates are much 
higlier, the steamship lines will re- 
ceive practicall.v only as niueh as liei-e- 
lofore.

Shliifflo Manufacturers', Ltd., and some 
of those'' In N-attendance wished to se- 
cure ImmiSdiate action In" that dlrcc- 
tiot^ Owing to the fact that not all 
the members were represented It was 
decided to leave tlie quest ion in abey- 
ance for one week, in tho meantime 
sending out a special notice calling the 
attention of all concerned to the sub- 
ject. ■ ' ■ ■ 

Judging by the ' discussion ;■ which 
took placQ nt the , meeting It Is ex- 
pected that the advance' wlll be $2 per 
thousand feet on the present price, 
which is on tho basis of $9 per thou- 
sand feet at tlie mills. It is thought 
that the contemplated increase in price 
will be authorized at tho meeting 
calletl for next Thursday and that It 
will be' given immediate effect. 

It is now almost six wceics since 
the iirieo of rougii lumber broke, tlie 
agreement between tho coast and 
mountain mills being shattered by the 
defecthui of some of I ho latter plants. 
At that time the price was .$11 per 
thousand feet. The mountain mills 
undertook to marlcet llieir product, 
consisting of UO jier cent, of rough 
lumber, at a cut price. Coast manu- 
facturers dropped tlieir rate to J9 per. 
thousand, or less than the cost of pro- 
duction to the mountain mills. The 
conscrpience lias been that tho In- 
terior operators have been forced to 
cease selling and practically only the 
exjiort mills on the coast have boon 
fil!in,g large orders at the reduced 
iirice.

Garry, 
chairman of (he board of directors of 
the United States Steel corporation, 
eulogl.sctl I'resideiit Ituose\^elt and 
spoiio In favor of co-ojicration and a 
bottor understanding ;uni)ng the steel 
manufacturers of tho world at a din- 
ner given in his honor at tho .Reform 
club tonight by Sir Hughv Bell, 'presi- 
d'ent of the Iron and Steel institute, 
and members of the council of Ihe in- 
stitute. Tho dinner was a tribute to 
.Mr. Garry's efforts .to bring togotlier 
tlio steel operators Of the world, thirty 
men prominent in the Industry in Eng- 
land, Germany and I'-ranco partici- 
pated. .Mr, Giirry came over from I'aris 
for the function. Jlr. Garry de- 
elareil that the report that is current 
that the new jiatent act would coin-

tion. In his speci'h at the liaininet to- 
night after ii;iying ii tribute to the 
British .govcrnnicnt and Kln.g I'^dward, 
he said: ".May 1 digress for a mo- 
ment to speak of our President, Mr.
